The nation’s m a jor growth indu stry m a y well 
be 
crim e, ju dging from the F B I ’s annu al depressing reports. 
C rim es of v iolence receiv e most of the pu blicity , bu t 
a re v ery far ou tnu m bered by c rim e s against property , 
which accou nt for m ore than BO per cent in the h BI in 
dex . Of these, bu rglaries, at 40 per cent, are the largest 
single category of crime. 
The annu al loss ru ns to hu n­ 


dreds of millions of dollars. 
The rise in bu rglaries has m a d e hom e protection som e­ 
thing or a growth indu stry itself. Dev ices av ailable range 
from complex mu ltiple locks, inclu ding v ariou s “ police'’ 


v ersions to elaborate a la rm sy stems. 
C om m on sense also helps, su ch as not adv ertising 
absences by allowing papers and other deliv ery to accu 
m u late and not leav ing homes open. 
An ordinary lock 
m a y not block a determ ined hou se bre a k e r or m a k e a 
home im pregnable, bu t any thing to discou rage the hou se 


bre a k e r m a y help. 
Somewhat in both categories is a two part self help 
sy stem labelled “ Operation Equ ality , 
dev eloped by a 
California police chief. E v e re tt F. Holaday of Monterrey 
P a rk , and now being promoted nationwide. 
It Inv olv es, first, engrav ing an indiv idu al’s d riv er's 
license nu m ber on telev ision sets, ty pew riters and other 
su itable 
v alu ables 
to facilitate 
tracing. 
Second, 
the 
home is posted with “ Operation Identification ” stickers 
warning that “ all items of v alu e . . . hav e been m a rk e d 
for ready identification by law enforcem ent ag encies.” 
Resu lts, a statistical decline in bu rglaries, a re said 
to be d r a m a tic at some points and the sy stem , with po 
lice su pport, has spread to other California com m u nities 


and as far afield as New Orleans. 


A TV Crime Walch 


Closed circu it telev ision c a m e r a s , secreted in v ariou s 
places in banks, hav e detected hold-u ps, flashed the pic­ 
tu res to law enforcem ent officers, and helped in catch 


ing the robbers. 
In new high rise a pa rtm e nts in metropolitan areas, 
secreted camera« ; identify those seeking admission, and 
enable occu pants to signal the d oorm an whether to let 


the caller in or not. 
Now com es a mu ch m ore inclu siv e and ambitiou s 
plan 
a 
24 hou r telev ision su rv eillance of high crim e 
areas. 
It is u rged by a com m itte e of the National Acad 
e m v of Engineering, following a 16 month stu dy at the 


instigation of the federal gov ernm ent. 
The engineers hav e worked ou t the technical points 
and find the idea of a telev ision crim e watch feasible. 
It 
wou ld pa rta k e of the hank closed circu it watch on a 
m u ch broa d e r scale. 
If holdu p men. thiev es and m u g g e rs know* they were 
being u nder su rv eillance w he re v e r they operated within 
a city , the chances are they wou ld he cau tiou s abou t 
what they did, or ev en cease doing it, becau se there 
wou ld he the knowledge that w atchers were identify ing 


them and tracking them down. 
Only the m a jor cities cou ld afford su ch a sy stem , bu t 
then, they a re the ones who need su ch a su rv eillance 
sy stem most. 
The N A E report states that telecom m u nications, if 
better applied to su ch fields as c rim e, health care, edu 
cation, anti transportation, cou ld m a k e the nation’s ex 
isting cities m ore liv able. T hey cou ld redu ce the need for 
high density u rban liv ing, itself a c r im e prev entiv e. 
Telev ision su rv eillance has all the elem ents that cou ld 
halt the v isible crim es at 
least. 
Solv ing them wou ld 
m ak e the streets safe again.

The report, a summation of 
one year of liberalized abortion 
in the city, also showed the ma 
jority of abortions in the c i t y 
were performed on out of state 
residents, 
that 
complications 
arising from abortions are de 
creasing, and nearly one-quar­ 
ter of all abortions were per 
formed on teen agers. 
"New York City has account­ 
ed for the lion’s share of abor­ 
tions in the state and has been 
a resource for women all over 
the country,” Health Services 
Administrator 
Gordon 
Chase 
said. 
According 
to 
the 
figures, 
there were an estimated 150.629 
abortions 
performed 
through 
May 31 with an additional 13.- 
624 projected for the month of 
June, for a year end total of 
164.323. 
Chase said. "The catastrophe 
many foresaw a year ago fail 
ed to materialize: we have been 
able to serve our residents as 
well as substantial numbers of 
out of state women, and. most 
important, we are serving worn 
en safely.” 
He also noted there was some 
evidence the liberalized abor 
tion policy was helping to lower 
the rates of maternal and infant 
mortality and the number of 
out of-wedlock biiths. although 
he cautioned it was still too ear 
ly to reach definite conclusions 
More than half the abortions 
in the city were performed on 
women under 24 years of age 


the report showed. Of these,¡suiting from abortions were de* 
37.3 pr cent were in the 20 24’creasing. According to the HSA
